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‘LABOR THE DETERMINING FACTOR 


Speaking with regard fo the war outlook, 
from the side of the allied powers of Europe 
and the United States, Sir Stephenson Kent 
chief of the Special Mission of the British 
Ministry of Munitions to the latter country 
in an interview in New York, left these 
parting. words, as a summing up of all he 
had seen and heard since his arrival; ‘‘Up- 


‘on the solution of your labor problem, the 


correct solution, more*than perhaps any of 
us can see, hangs in my view, victory or de- 
feat.’’? Other careful and thoughtful ob- 
servers, visitors and residents, have scen 
this for some time past; Sir ‘Stephens. on 
is the first, however, to put the case with 
nnhesitating frankness and unmistakable 
clearness. There can be no question, 
among intelligent people, as to the sound- 
ness of this conclusion. On labor in the 
United States is production dependent; on 
production in the United States are the al- 
lied powers largely dependent for supplies; 
on the steady flow of these supplies to the 
nations at war with autoeracy is depen- 
dent, to a greater degree, evidently, than 
the great mass of people in the United 
States imagine, a decision which will spell 
vietory ‘or defeat. What defeat would 
mean for democracy, freedom, and pro- 
gress, in which labor has an interest no 
less keen and vital than that of any other 
element of the human race, is too terrible 
to be contemplated. 

President Wilson addressing the great- 
est labor organization in America at Buffa- 
lo, defined very plainly what he conceived 
to be the duty, not of the laborer or the cap- 
italist peculiarly, but of the citizen and the 
patriot, in the present emergency. “If we 
want to win,’’ he said, ‘‘we must see that 
we are raised to the maximum of produc- 
tivity, and let no one stand in the way of 
it—no one, laborer or capitalist, employ- 
er or employee. There must be no hind- 
rance; no interference, no obstruction in 
the way of productivity from any quarter, 
from any source. “Not by the power of 
Covernment,’’ he added, ‘‘but by the pow- 
er of the American spirit, we must sce that 
labor is free in doing its duty; we must see 
that the things by which labor progresses 
are not blocked.’ 

This is all very nice, and we thoroughly 
agree with it, but it needs some qualifica- 
tions. If the Government and the capital- 
istic class wants labor to perform its whole 
duty,;as we all do, and as labor itself 
wants, it must make it possible for labor to 
comply, and not make it impossible. 

It is clearly impossible for a working 
man to stick by his job if his pay is to be 
less than the absolute necessary expenses 
of maintaining his fomily, and there is no 
getting around that. And this is fast cet- 
ting to be the case. The Government sta. 
tisties themselves show that the cost of liv- 
ing since the war has raised nearly fifty 
per eent, which wages, taken as a whole, 
have raised Jess than twenty pereent. This 
is giving the wage earner thirty per cent 
the worst of it, and the Government and 
the capitalists are both to Blame. The 
Government raised the price of the farm- 
er’s wheat from a dollar to two dollars 
ang. dwenty cents a bushel, but it has not 
raised the w ges of even its own employes 

We read in the dispatches where the 
railway engineers, conductors and brake- 
men are demanding a forty per cent raise. 
That’ sounds like a whole lot, but is it, un- 
der existing conditions? Even at that 


‘they will not be getting, on an average, 


over $5 a day, and all skilled mechanics 
get that, and many of them more. The 
linotype operator that set this article up 
inot type in this office gets $5 a day, and 
doesn’t wear any diamonds, either.

But because 
the press there is not free, it undoubtedly 
is true that many of the kaiser’s subjects 
are fooled, and believe they are fighting for 
national existence. What they are really 


. fighting for now, is the perpetuation of the 


Hohenzollern dynasty, which has brought 
the world much mistry. and more of it, per- 
haps to Germany than any other land.
